Mesa ages 

Every now and then the newspapers 
in big headings and long articles, an¬ 
nounce to a surprised people some new 
accomplishment in the wonders of 
wireless. Places and people are being 
made famous by what they have to do 
with this rapidly developing method of 
communication. 

There are many centres where wire¬ 
less is operated, and where experi¬ 
ments are constantly being made and 
records created. One of these is High 
River, at which point the government 
has an experimental station in charge 
of Mr. A. W. Grant, who is constantly 
contributing something of value to the 
science, And Mr. Grant and the town 
of High River are receding much 
world-wide publicity. 

Recently it was announced that a 
continuous one-hour radio conversa¬ 
tion had been established between 
High River and Denver, a record for 
distance and a record for time. Just 
lately the High River station broad¬ 
casted red hot news from Cutler, Cal., 
about a bank robbery; the disastrous 
fire at Montreal; important gathering 
of business men at Los Angeles; a 
story from Washington, D.C., about 
President Harding and many other 
items. The result of the hockey 
match at Regina was also reported.

L. Jones and J. C. Ober, who are wire¬ 
less fans, and both possess a splendid 
receiving set, and they generously 
share their advantages with our citi¬ 
zens. The Advocate man is one of 
these, and we have enjoyed the novel¬ 
ty and pleasure of receiving a greet¬ 
ing from our friend Grant in High 
River, heard in tones as plain and 
district as though only forty inches 
instead of forty miles separated from 
us. Just the other night Mr. Jones 
heard a conversation between two men 
in California, one telling the other 
about a splendid rain. Even the men¬ 
tion of rain was as music to a man 
in Alberta. The press recently record¬ 
ed that the Governor General and his 
party at Ottawa heard with delight a 
concert being rendered at Montreal, 
one of the selections being received 
with greatest approbation being 
“Ain’t we got fun.” About this time, 
Mr. Ober, seated in his home in Vulcan 
was enjoying the singing of the great 
operatic star, Galli-Curci, who was 
then performing in an Eastern Amer¬ 
ican city, and he heard the applause 
so distinctly that he instinctively 
clapped his hands. 

These are but a few of the exper¬ 
iences which come by way of the 
ether.

sult in the encouraging decrease in 
the infant mortality rate in the pro¬ 
vince. This is shown in the annual 
report of the provincial health depart¬ 
ment, tabled in the legislature by Hon. 
R. G. Reid. 


CLUB LUNCHEON 


PALS FOR A NIGHT 


Dr. Kerby Discusses Community Father and Son Banquet by The 
Problems Beaver ..Trail Rangers 


The past week or two has been a 
period of unusual events in Vulcan,! 
and perhaps the gndhtest of these was 1 
the Community Club luncheon . on 
Thursday night. Several luncheons 
have been held under these auspices, 
all fine functions, but the last was the 1 
best. The club could adequately jus- 1 
tify its existence and command sup¬ 
port by these events alone, but they 
are but one of the results of the many 
activities of the organization, which 
.has accomplished much, for the mem¬ 
bers have a mind to work. 

An essential to the success of such a 
function is quality in the ediblet) and 
real service, and both these were fur¬ 
nished to the king’s taste by the mem¬ 
bers of the Union Church Ladies’ Aid 
It was a real feast, attractively laid 
on prettily decorated tables, and the 
ladies were paid a jest compliment by 
Mayor Butchart who was chairman, for 
their contribution to the pleasure and 
success of the event, and readily en¬ 
dorsed by the many present. 

Mayor Butchart, who is president 
of the Community Club, previous to 
introducing the speaker, reviewed the 
conditions which obtained in the town 
and district, making mention of the 
splendid communty spirit- possessed 
by our people and promoted by our 
club, which spirit has accomplished 
much in these times of adversity. The 
peak had been passed, and optimism 
need not be strained to expect better 
times. The Mayor detailed the recent 
activities of the club and announced 
the undertakings and the events that 
are to come. 

Rev. G. W. Kerby, B.A., D.D., was 
then introduced to address the assem¬ 
bly on the subject of “The Community 
and its Problems.” Dr. Kerby has 
been heard several times here, but 
never to better advantage than on 
this occasion, and the large attendance 
was a fine mark of appreciation of the 
exceptional talent of a great orator. 
He brought to us a splendid message, 
instructive and inspirational, and The 
Advocate is pleased to copy the follow¬ 
ing report of the address by the local 
correspondent to The Lethbridge 
Herald, which is our tribute to the ex¬ 
cellence of the report. 

The speaker pointed out that it is 
the spirit of things 'that counts and 
that democracy is realiy the spirit of 
doing right National life depends 
absolutely upon community life and 
the community vision becomes the 
national vision. He congratulated the 
people of the Vulcan district on the 
spirit shown during the trying times 
through which it had been passing 
during recent years and urged them to 
stay with it, as better times were at 
hand. 

Those who held public offices in the 
community should be encouraged. Too 
often there was nothing but criticism. 
This was not minded by those in of¬ 
fice but a little more sympathy would 
always be acceptable. 

The linking up of community life 
and national life was needed. Refer¬ 
ring to Canada’s place in the Great 
Commonwealth of the British Empire, 
Dr. Kerby stated that a nation can no 
more flourish .in selfish isolation than 
a community like the Vulcan com¬ 
munity can do so. These are certainly 
heroic days, but there is no place for 
pessimism at this time in Canada, 
which, the speaker contended, is the 
best country in the world. A new 
vision of patriotism and citizenship is 
required, for patriotism is necessary 
in peace time as well as in war times. 
Canada’s people are the “Sons of the 
Dawn,” the “Beginners of History.” 
Old methods have failed and there 
should be a new interpretation of 
things, particularly of religion, which 
should be in terms of service. There 
is no use blinking the fact that the 
world Is in a serious condition. The 
situation in Canada is the most seri¬ 
ous since Confederation. The Great 
War obligations are still upon us, a 
new chapter in Canadian history is 
being written, and it Is necessary to 
get together to win the peace as much 
as it was to win the war. The speak¬ 
er hoped that out of the Washington 
Conference would come a lasting co¬ 
operation of nations which would al¬ 
ways strive for peace. 

Dr. Kerby then dealt with some na¬ 
tional problems, the greatest of which, 
in his opinion, is the development and 
preservation of our great natural re¬ 
sources. He referred to Canada as the 
land of unrivalled opportunity, the 
land of the Twentieth Century, and

Mr. Harry Nelson, The Advocate 
man, was chairman and master of 
ceremonies, a pleasure and an honor 
which he fully appreciated. Though 
a new-comer to the town his observa¬ 
tions compelled his complimenting the 
boys for emulating the splendid com¬ 
munity spirit w’hich was in evidence 
in the business, soeal and sporting 
activities of the town and district. He 
intimated that the paper would be 
true to its name in support of all 
that will be to the advantage of the 
community and the organizations 
which labor for the betterment of 
mankind.

The annual meeting of the HaiL In¬ 
surance Board of Alberta held at Cal¬ 
gary, last week, showed that at the 
beginning of the season last year 
there were 2,043,551 acres insured in¬ 
side the hail insurance district and 
1,882 applications were received from 
58 municipalities outside for insurance 
on 223,186 acres. On account of 
drought, the insurance on 200,868 
acres inside and 11,710 acres outside, 
was cancelled, leaving a total of 
2,054,658 acres insured throughout the 
season. Compared with the year 1920 
that showed a decrease of 236,760 


acres. 

The total risk carried was $20,384,- 
106, which is about 7 per cent, less 
than the amount carried in 1920. y©f 
the total amount a little oveY-4 per 
cent, was insured at $8.00 slightly 
more than 9 per cent, at $6.00 and the 
balance of more than 82 per cent, was 
insured at $10.00 per acre. 

The bad crop conditions in Alberta 
during the year had the very natural 
effect of greatly reducing the total 
amount of hail .insurance carried. In 
1920 there was about $45,000,000 of 
insurance written in the province 
states the report. In 1921 the total 
amount was probably less then $28,- 
000,000. It was pleasing to note, how¬ 
ever, that while there was a reduction 
this year of nearly 40 per cent, of the 
total amount of insurance written, the 
amount carried under the municipal 
plan was only about 7 per cent, less 
than in 1920. 


FUTURE IS IN WILL POWER 


Religious motives must be substi- 
tuted for selfishness and children 
must be made to constitute a new 
society, or the present machinery of 
civilization will break down. Henry 
F.'Cope, of Chicago, told the depart¬ 
ment of superintendence, National 
Education Association, in an address 
delivered recently. 

“Unless we can train children in 
the religious motives of living all our 
legislation and all our social regula¬ 
tion will completely fail,” Mr. Cope 
declared. “And unless we can change 
human life from selfishness to social 
good our machinery of civilization will 
break down. There never will be a 
police force big enough to suppress 
banditry in a city unless you can out¬ 
law it in the wills of the citizens. 
You cannot regulate folks into right¬ 
eousness. The war broke down tradi¬ 
tional morality, and we had built up 
nothing to take its place. Young peo¬ 
ple are not worse than they were, but 
they are like the rest of us, with but 
moral compass in a time of rough 
sea.”

There is a 
drummer who wants any letters that 
may come for him during the next 
ten days forwarded to him at Calgary 
or Edmonton; the man who wants to 
know if a letter will go north on the 
8:40 train; the boss mailed a letter 
without a stamp and wants it back;

and every business man worthy of the 
name who wishes to prosper and be 
come a power in the land, will have 
to keep the word, “advertise” cons 
tantly before him; take advantage of 
it on every hand; don’t let an oppor¬ 
tunity pass to make your name and 
business favorably known. Every ad¬ 
vertisement inserted attracts the eye 
of the outside world, and nothing else 
tends more towards the growth of a 
town. 


FRAUDULENT FEEDING STUFFS 


In administering the Feeding Stuffs 
Act the Seed Commissioner at Ottawa 
has made the discovery that many 
commercial stock feeds are adulterat¬ 
ed with worthless substances which 
give only bulk and weight. A product 
sold as barley meal at $4.00 a bag, was 
found by microscopical examination to 
contain no barley whatever. The 
material consisted of a mixture of 
ground corn, sorphum, bean meal, and 
ground oat hulls. This mixture had 
the merit of containing some nutri¬ 
tive value. Another mixture sold as 
ground oil cake, however, was much 
less valuable inasmuch as it consisted 
to a large extent of ground coccanut 
shells, which is a very indigestible 
product, together with a little linseed 
meal and barley flour. These dis¬ 
coveries unfortunately shatter confi¬ 
dence in feed mixtures in general, 
many of which are sound and good. 
They go to prove, however, the neces¬ 
sity for a careful enforcement of the 
Feeding Stuffs Act Arrangements 
have been made by the Seed Commis¬ 
sioner for the examination of sam¬ 
ples of feeds purchased by farmers 
where there is reason to believe that 
misrepresentation or fraud has been 
practised. 


PROVINCIAL NOTES 


The new bulletin on vegetable gard¬ 
ening has been published by tike de¬ 
partment of agriculture and is ready 
for distribution. 


Several •new School Fair associa¬ 
tions are being organized in the pro-* 
vince now. The new bulletin on school 
fairs and their organization, together 
with prize lists, has now been issued 
jointly by the Agricultural and Edu¬ 
cation departments. , 

It is announced by A. Chard, pro¬ 
vincial government freight traffic ex¬ 
pert, that the Alberta and Great 
Waterways Railway hpg provided a re¬ 
duction in rates on grain from points 
on its line, ranging from 1% cents at 
Bon Accord, to 3 cents at Waterways, 
the terminus of the line. 

Births in the province during 1921 
totalled 15,846 against 15,861 for 
1921, a'decrease of only 15. The total 
for 1920 was a record for the province 
by 1,500. The births were distributed 
as follows: Edmonton 1,111, Calgary 
2,080, smaller cities 1,068, rural 
10,587. This rate will give a birth i 
rate for the year of 28.3 per 1,000 in¬ 
habitants, which compares with other 
countries as follows: France 18, Ire¬ 
land 22, England 24, New Zealand 25, 
Scotland 26. 


By arrangements made by the Agri¬ 
cultural department and the Freight 
Traffic department of the provincial 
government, with the Canadian 
Freight association, the railways have 
reduced freight rates on potatoes from 
the northern part of the province, 
whereby there will be a 45-cent rate 
from Edmonton to Vancouver, and a 
60-cent rate from Edmonton to Min¬ 
neapolis. Under this arrangement a 
great quantity of Edmonton district’s 
surplus potato crop is being marketed 


The public health nurses during the 
year, inspected 563 schools, reporting 
7,226 school children not vaccinated, 
and 6,360 with defects of various 
natures, and 5,133 without defects. 


Alberta, with $6,927,270 tons of coal 
mined during 1921 led all the pro¬ 
vinces of the Dominion in this line of 
activity and achieved the third largest 
production of coal in the history of the 
province. A total of 3,429,960 tons 
were shipped to Alberta points from 
the mines, while 1,914,166 tons were 
exported to other provinces of Canada. 
A total of 133,823 tons of the year’s 
output went to the United States. 


The annual meeting of the Stock 
Breeders’ association of Northern 
Alberta wak held the past week in Ed- 
monton, during which various speak¬ 
ers gave lectures on subjects of in¬ 
terest to all branches of stock breed 
ing. Among these speakers were 
Hon. Geo. Hoadley, minister of agri- 
cultpre; H. A. Craig, deputy minister; 
S. G. Carlyle, livestock commissioner; 
Alex. Galbraith, Dean Howes, Univer¬ 
sity Faculty of Agriculture; Prof. 
Dowell, Dr. Cowen, Capt Latimer, S. 
G. Freeborn and others. 


There were 49,617 telephones in 
Alberta in 1921, according to the an¬ 
nual report of the provincial depart¬ 
ment of telephones. This means about 
one telephone for every nine persons 
in the province. This does not include 
the city of Edmonton which has a 
private system and which includes ap¬ 
proximately 12,000 more, making 
about 61,000 telephones in all. 


Full arrangements have now been 
made for the thi'ee-day short course 
in agriculture at Red Deer, which will 
be held March 28, 29 and 30. The sub¬ 
jects to be covered are soil cultiva¬ 
tion, selection of seed, fodder crops, 
silos, feeding of dairy cattle, dairy 
cattle, beef cattle, mutton sheep, draft 
horses. The lectures will ■ include F. 
S. Grisdale, Olds Agricultural Col 
lege; S. G. Carlyle, Livestock Commis¬ 
sioner; C. Marker, Dairy Commis¬ 
sioner; H. A. Craig, Deputy Minister 
of Agriculture; Alex. Galbraith, 
superintendent of fairs; Dean Howes, 
College of Agriculture and others. It 
is expected also, that Hon. Geo. Hoad¬ 
ley, minister of agriculture, will be 
present at one of the evening meet¬ 
ings. Motion pictures will also be a 
feature. _ 


Alberta’s 1921 field crop is officially 
valued at $126,000,000, while the value 
of dairy prolucts during the same 
period amounted to $26,600,000. There 
were 4,649,000 acres planted to wheat 
and 2,139,000 acres to oats, from 
which yeilds of 63,000,000 and 64,000,- 
000 bushels respectively were record¬ 
ed. 


During his address at the dinner 
Wednesday evening Hon. Geo. Hoadley 
announced the policy of the govern¬ 
ment to continue extension work by 
means of short courses and demon¬ 
strations, in a practical way, the in¬ 
tention to appoint eight or ten agri¬ 
cultural agents to assist farmers to 
meet and solve their problems and the 
intention to offer some assistance to 
those competing in the international 
livestock show at Chicago. Mr. Hoad¬ 
ley took occasion to urge attention to 
diversified farming, and said that the 
man on the land who did not raise his 
own food in the way of butter, eggs, 
milk and meat, was not a true farmer. 
Deputy Minister Craig spoke of tre 
recent legislation doing away with 
cream stations and stated that these 
had cost the industry $240,000 a year. 
He estimated that whereas in the past 
it had cost 8314 c a can to ship cream 
to the creamery, under the new 
scheme it would cost about 16 cents. 
This meant a straight saving of $150,- 
000 and with improvement in quality- 
through government grading at the 
creameries, of another $160,000 the 
whole scheme would mean a total sav¬ 
ing of $300,000.

It has also been proposed to hold a 
special session of the legislature in 
the fall in order that a provincial in¬ 
come tax might be imposed. 


LIQUOR ACT AMENDMENTS 


Amendments to the Liquor act, 
which will tend . to strengthen the 
hands of the government in providing 
for a stricter enforcement of the act, 
have been introduced by the attorney 
general, Mr. Brownlee. In brief, the 
amendments are as follows: 

No change in the principle of the 
present act. •. 

Government by proclamation may 
open dispensaries at such places as 
they think advisable. 

Drug stores will be • permitted to 
continue sale of liquor until govern 
inent dispensaries are established 
after which they may sell only by six- 
ounce bottle on prescription. 

Incorporated drug stores subject to 
same responsibilities as those not in 
corporated. 

Penalties for unlawful possession of 
liquor other than in a common dwel 
ling, increased in minimum from $20 
to $60. 

Penalties by way of fines not in¬ 
creased but magistrates for first of¬ 
fenses may (1) fine; (2) both fine and 
imprison; (3) imprison. 

Liquor act commissioner to be ap¬ 
pointed. 

Government by order-in-council may 
regulate and limit the amount of 
liquor which may be sold' tq “privileg¬ 
ed” persons, and determine the num¬ 
ber of prescriptions which may be is 
sued to a physician, and also the 
maximum amount of liquor which may 
be prescribed. 

Restaurants, buffets, etc., are liable 
to a fine of from $200 to $l,0gp for 
first offenses for unlawful sale. Such 
places will also be placed under 
license by a special act. 

Liquor export houses will be re¬ 
gulated under a new act, this to pro¬ 
vide for a tax based on the stock car¬ 
ried with a maximum of $2,000 an¬ 
nually, and a surtax of $2.00 per gal 
Ion proof spirit in excess of 1,000 gal 
Ions.

The advance in value of the Cana¬ 
dian dollar relative to that of the 
American dollar during the last two 
months has been remarkable. 

The fund which is -being raised by 
the provincial Red Cross for the con¬ 
tinuance for the clothing relief in 
rural districts, has been added to con¬ 
siderably during the last week. Sev¬ 
eral large donations have been receiv¬ 
ed and the money is much needed in 
order to meet the many requests for 
help which are still being received. 

Economic minerals produced in Can¬ 
ada in 1921 were valued at $172,327,- 
580, as compared with $237,422,857 
for 1920, according to a statement is¬ 
sued by the Bureau of ..Statistics. The 
decrease in ( value was due in part to 
a falling off in quantity production 
and in part to lower prices obtained 
per unit for products. Production in 
Ontario and Quebec amounted to $48,- 
000,000 and $15,000,000 respectively.

So far as egg production is concern¬ 
ed thjs province has got to make a 
very radical change ih operations, is 
the opinion of J. H. Hare, provincial 
poultry commissioner.- Of course it 
must be acknowledged there are 
drawbacks connected with winter pro¬ 
duction in this climate, but even at 
the flush summer period our eggs do 
not show the quality they should and 
customers are showing a very marked 
inclination to take eggs from outside 
the province rather than the Albert as, 
because of the inferior quality of the 
letter. There was a time when Alber¬ 
ta eggs very largely supplied the 
coast trade with their import require¬ 
ments, for we produced a better egg. 
All this is now changed and Alberta 
wholesalers an.' n toilers find their 
attorneys asking for B.C. or Washinsc- 
Un eggs ir. pre e.ence to the home 
i-rrduct. Fggs shipped in are better 
color, better .-in, better quality, hence 
tl eir popularity 

Egg producers of Alberta will have 
o change their methods very radically 
and prepare to meet the competition 
which they have to go against. They 
have advantages in the way of feed 
costs wjiich offset any advantage the 
-coast producers have in climate, but 
they must take a real interest in the 
business, and realize that there is as 
much difference in the grade of poul¬ 
try us there is the grade of wheat. 
We have not paid the attention to 
luality which we should have, for the 
tigures which have just been prepared 
on the record of performance tests by 
the Dominion department show that 
British Columbia stands second to the 
top in the number- of hens entered, 
while Alberta is second from the bot¬ 
tom. British Columbia is making 
poultry raising and egg production a 
business—in Alberta it is a side-line 
and at present a poor one at that.

The next problem dealt with the 
necessity for the creation of a new 
national sentiment or ideal, which 
must be based upon Service, Christian 
Brotherhood and the Fatherhood of 
God. 

At present there are too many 
cleavages, such as those between East 
and West, English and French. Can¬ 
ada should excel in nation building 
because of the experience already 
here, but it is essential that the best 
educational facilities shall be open to 
all. The problem of education is the 
problem of democracy. At the present 
time there-are 40,000 illiterates in one 
western province who have the right 
to vote. The speaker asserted that 
the greatest asset of Canada is her 
boys and girls. He then touched upon 
the work of teachers, whose great 
function, he stated, is to direct the 
mind to lead out. Many rural child¬ 
ren had never had a chance. Teachers 
are trained for city and not for rura' 
work. Too often it is a case of a lit¬ 
tle school with a little teacher on a 
little salary teaching little things to 
little children. After dealing with 
the great responsibility of school trus¬ 
tees, the speaker closed by imploring 
the parents to get in touch with their 
boy and girl and do all that is possible 
toward securing,a healthy birthright 
for every boy and girl born in Canada. 

The applause which marked the 
close of Dr. Kerby’s address shower' 
that his efforts had been thoroughly 
appreciated. A hearty vote of thanks 
moved by Mr. Harry Nelson, was ten¬ 
dered Dr. Kerby, who replied briefly 
that he was qjways pleased to come 
to Vulcan when he could be of any 
service to its residents.
